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HISTORICAL  BACKGROUND  OF  THS  NAM&  para  -  o«a^ 

Duohy  of  Aquitaine  at  one  time  occupied  all  of  southwestern  Franco  south  of 
the  Loire,  and  Included  the  counties  of  Poitou,  Limousin,  Perlgord,  La  Marche,  and 
Gascogny,  as  well  as  many  smaller  seigneuries.  It  was  one  of  the  Frankish  Kingdoms, 
and  became  a  duchy  in  the  ninth  oentury  under  the  Counts  of  Poitou,  moat  of  whom 
were  named  William. 

In  595  A.D.  the  Gascons  of  Gascogny  were  known  as  "Vascone."  The  country  was 
inhabited  by  the  Basques,  and  showed  a  tendency  to  Independence  and  feudal  anarchy, 

|  The  Merovingian  kings  exercised  a  vague  sovereignty  over  this  region,  and  in  864  A.D. 
the  territory  south  of  the  Garrone  beoame  the  hereditary  Duchy  of  Gaseogny.

The  Basques  are  a  mystery,  even  today,  some  authorities  stating  they  originated 
from  the  Vaacons,  but  some  of  thair  folklore  is  that  they  are  remnants  of  the  race 
which  peopled  the  lost  continent  of  Atlantle.  It  is  known  that  they  have  existed 
as  a  separate  end  unconquered  nation  for  over  5,000  years.  Eakualdunak  is  the  name 
by  which  the  Basques  call  themselves.  Their  language  is  baffling,  as  it  shows  no 
resemblance  to  any  other  language. 

i  .  .  . 

In  the  eighth  century  the  Basques  played  an  important  part  in  the  decisive  Battle 
of  Las  Navas  da  Toloaa  on  July  16,  1212,  after  which  all  Basques  and  Spaniards  par¬ 
ticipating  were  declared  Noble* 

The  main  divisions  of  feudal  Gascogny  were  the  Counties  of  Armagnac,  Bigorse, 
Fezensao,  Gaure,  Pardlac,  and  Astarao,  and  tha  Viscounties  of  Lomagne,  Gabardan, 
Soule,  Labourd,  Maraan  and  Tartas,  inoludlng  Dax,  Turean,  Maremne,  and  the  Seigneur ie 
of  Albret.  To  these  may  also  be  added  the  Viscounty  of  Bearn,  in  ancient  times 
geographically  Gascon,  though  politically  independent. 

The  Gascons  were  described  as  generally  thin,  spare,  dark,  dexterous  and  pugna- 
|  clous.  Through  all  the  warlike  history  of  Franoe  is  scattered  feats  of  arms  of  the 
Gascons,  especially  the  sword  and  rapier  period,  and  such  personalities  appeared  as 
d'Artagnan,  Henry  of  Navarre  (afterwards  Henry  IV  of  France),  and  Foch.

It  is  the  only  part  of  the  world,  probably,  where  poverty  and  hunger  do  not 
prevent  a  man  from  retaining  his  dignity  and  pride. 

The  tenth  century  is  a  most  obscure  and  disastrous  period  in  French  history.  In 
the  year  1,000  a  horrible  pestllenoe  swept  the  country  and  thousands  died.  In  this 
century  ti  e  Dukes  of  Gascogny  began  to  extend  their  territory.  Bordeaux,  Agen  and 
Lomagne  were  held  by  homage  from  the  Dukes  of  Gascogny.  Fezenaac  became  definitely 
part  of  the  Duchy.  At  first  there  was  a  Coun  t  of  Bordeaux,  as  well  as  a  Count  of 
Gascogny,  but  in  987  A.D.  one  held  both- positions . 

In  the  eleventh  century  Gascogn  y  beoame  again  united  to  the  Duchy  of  Aquitaine, 
l  and  the  line  of  dukes  ended  in  1052  A.D.,  with  Sanohe  VI,  but  his  sister  had  married 
tha  Coun  t  of  Poitiers  and  Duke  of  Aquitaine,  so  after  a  time  of  struggle,  tha  title 
of  Duke  of  Gascogny  merged  in  that  of  the  Duke  of  Aquitaine. 

For  three  hundred  years  (1152-1495)  Gascogny  was  conneoted  with  the  Grown  of 
England. 

j  Net  much  could  be  obtained  about  the  ancient  Dukes  of  Gascogny#  from  a  branch 

of  which  the  Batz  family  originated.  Oentule,  Duke  of  Gascogny,  was  one  of  the 
Dukes,  and  he  had  a  son  Louis.  The  Monteaqulou  Branch  of  the  Batz  family  affirm 
they  originated  with  Sanohe-Mlttara,  who  was  Duke  of  Gascogny  in  890  A.D.

Among  th®  great  Gascon  seignsure,  perhaps  the  most  Important  were  the  Lords 
of  Albret  and  the  Counts  of  Armagnao. 

Th®  fief  and  town  of  Batz  was  in  Armagnao.  There  was  also  a  town  named  Bata  in 
the  Department,  of  Loire  Inferieurs,  near  St.  Hazalre.  The  Iel®  of  Batz  ia  off  the 
northern  coast  of  Franoe.  It  protaots  the  little  harbor  of  Roecoff  from  the  north¬ 
west  gales. 

The  first  ruler  that  could  be  found  of  the  d'Albrats  was  Amanjeu  I,  chevalier. 
Sire  or  Vicomte  d' Albret,  who  was  living  in  1090  A»D.  They  married  into  the 
d'Attnagnaes,  Vicomte  d®  Tartas,  de  Rodez,  the  Bourbon  dynasty,  d  Sully,  Vicomte 
d®  Rohan,  de  Bourgogne,  and  de  Boulogne  families.  Many  of  the  d'Albrets  became 
kings  end  queens  of  Navarre,  Aragon,  France,  etc.  Jeanne  d' Albret,  of  Bearn, 
d' Albret  and  Ifevarre  (1528-1572)  became  Quean  of  Navarre,  1555-72.  She  married 
Antoine  de  Bourbon,  King  of  Navarre,  in  1548.  Her  son  Henry  became  King  of  trance 
aa  Henry  IV. 

The  d'Armagnacs  olaimed  descent  from  a  branch  of  the  Merovingian  Dynasty  of 
which  Clovis  (481-511)  was  the  first  king.  The  name  Armagnao  is  derived  from  the 
Count  of  Armagnao,  father-in-law  of  the  Duke  of  Orleans,  Sir  John  Froiaeart  men¬ 
tions  many  of  them  in  his  Chronicles. 

During  the  course  of  centuries,  with  many  intermarriages  betwaen  the  leading 
families  of  all  the  counties  of  Gascogny,  and  many  families  dying  out  Uiru  laok  of 
helr-malea,  only  a  few  survived. 

There  was  living  in  the  year  1160  A.D.  one  Arnaud,  Chevalier  de  Batz,  who  waa 
presumed  to  have  been  a  brother  of  the  Viscount  de  Lomagne.  Arnaud  married  Regie 
d* Albret,  of  the  famous  d' Albret  family  heretofore  mentioned.  They  had  a  eon  Odon, 
Lord  de  Batz,  Knlgjnt  Banneret,  who  was  a  Crusader  in  1217*  lie  married  Miramonde 
de  Mognoac,  and  they  had  a  eon  named  Odon,  Garcia's  greatgrandfather,  Knight.  Odon 
married  Gaillarde  d’Aure  in  1558,  and  hie  great  grands  on,  Odon  de  Batz,  Knight*  Lord 
de  Batz,  married  Jeanne  de  Forges,  His  will,  dated  1492,  mentioned  three  sona, 
Maraud,  Jean,  and  Raymond. 

M  ANA  UP  i  This  line  formed  the  d'Armanthleu  line.  Baron  Manaud^  do  Batz  III  waa 
a  favorite  noble  of  Henry  IV  of  Franoe,  who  called  him  "the  Fauoheur"  fbr  defending 
him  on  many  occasions.  The  Baron  Jean  Pierre  de  Batz  waa  a  descendant,  hia  parents 
being  Bertrand  da  Batz,  Seigneur  of  Seminian,  who  married  Marie  Leboge,  Dame  of 
Seminian,  in  1755. 

The  Baron  Jean  Pierre  de  Batz  was  born  in  Tartas,  Department  of  Lot  and  Garonne 
(previous  to  1645  called  the  Province  of  Gascogny),  France,  on  January  26,  1754. 

He  died  at  hia  chateau  in  Ohadieu,  Franoe,  of  a  stroke,  on  January  10,  1322.  In 
1784  the  Baron  waa  described  aa  brown-haired,  grey  eyes,  Roman  nose,  about  five  feet 
tall,  very  charming  and  well  dreased.  He  waa  a  multi-millionaire  and  made  hia 
millions  in  the  Insurance  business  and  stock  markets.  He  was  a  Royalist,  aa  waa 
also  hia  wife,  Michelle  Thilorier,  whom  he  married  on  May  5*  1808.  She  was  born 
about  1776,  date  of  death  unknown.  Hia  favorite  mistress  before  marriage  v?as  Marie 
Grandmaison,  for  about  six  years,  1788-1794. 

As  many  of  the  Baron's  closest  friends  were  members  of  the  Maaonio  Order,  it 
is  thought  he  waa  also  a  members 
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Ho  worked  diligently,  under  cover,  trying  to  save  the  livea  of  Louis  XIV  and 
Marie  Antoinette,  and  fbr  about  a  lx  years,  gathered  money  fbr  this  purpose,  and 
also  spent  a  large  portion  of  hla  own  personal  fortune* 

For  a  good  biography  of  the  Baron,  see  Meade  Minnigerode's  “Marie  Antoinette’s 
Henohman.  The  Career  of  Jean,  Baron  de  Bata  In  The  French  Revolution*-  Also,  by 
Stefan  Zweig,  “Marie  Antoinette,  The  Portrait  of  An  Average  Woman** 

Extensive  researches  in  genealogy  by  the  Baron  were  submitted  to  the  herald  of 
France  In  order  to  prove  his  noble  descent,  but  the  Herald  would  not  accept  his 
evldanoe.  In  France,  at  that  time,  you  had  to  prove  ypxxr  descent  back  to  the  year 
1400  In  order  to  obtain  Letters  Patent  of  Nobility. 

The  people  of  the  Baron’s  own  section  of  France  in  Gascogny,  came  to  hla  aid. 

The  nobility  of  Tartae,  In  1730,  and  the  nobility  of  the  Province  In  1731,  all 
sent  in  petitions  in  favor  of  his  claim. 

As  the  Herald  of  France  proved  too  slow  in  taking  up  the  matter,  the  Baron  went 
to  Louis  XVI  and  the  king  appointed  a  Commission  to  study  the  Baron’s  claim*  The 
Commission,  however,  found  that  the  Baron  could  trace  hie  ancestry  back  to  the  an* 
cient  DuKes  of  Qascogny  in  1160,  so  Letters  Patent  of  Nobility  were  issued  by  Louis 
XVI  on  March  5,  1785.  Ths  Commission  also  stated  that  the  Baron  could  brace  his 
origin  back  to  Arnaud,  Knight,  who  was  living  in  1160  A*D. 

The  records  also  showed  that  the  Baron’s  branch  of  the  family  was  directly  des¬ 
cended  from  a  great  ancestor  (Baron  Manaud  de  Batz  III)  who  had  served  Henry  of 
Navarre  (afterwards  Henry  IV  of  France) j  that  it  was  collateral  to  the  branch  which 
d'Artagnan  belonged,  and  was  validly  allied  to  the  senior  branches  of  irenquel  leon 
and  Mirepoix,  whose  own  connections  were  marquisial  arid  ducal. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  surnames  were  not  in  general  use,  and  the  nobility  ueed 

their  fief  titles,  it  is  hard  to  trace  a  family  unless  you  know  the  various  titles 

acquired  by  marriages,  etc.  A  description  of  the  origin  of  the  Batz  family  is  give 
by  Jougla  de  Morenaa  in  THE  GRAND  ARMORIAL  DE  FRANCE. 

When  Henry  of  N&varre  (afterwards  Henry  IV  of  France)  attempted  to  take  a  email 
town  in  France  called  Eauze,  he  picked  out  fifteen  of  his  leading  noblemen  to  ac¬ 
company  him,  and  among  them  were  Baron  Maraud  de  Batz  III.  The  town  guard  recog* 

nized  the  king  and  sounded  the  alarm,  then  cut  the  portcullis  rope  and  trapped  the 
king  and  five  of  his  nobles,  among  them  de  Batz. 

JEAN i  The  most  famous  descendant  of  Jean  was  Charles  de  Batz  de  Oaatelmore,  the 
Comte  d’Artagnan,  Gentilhomme  Ordin  aire  de  Mazarin,  etc.,  made  famous  by  Alexander 
Dumas  under  the  name  of  d’Artagnan  (a  title  from  his  mother’s  family)  in  THE  THREE 
MUSKETEERS,  His  parents  were  Bertrand  da  Batz  and  Francolse  de  Montesquieu. 

D’Artagnan,  it  seems,  arrived  In  Paris  for  the  first  time  in  1640,  wnereae  Dumas 
brings  him  there  in  1625,  some  fifteen  years  earlier.  Dumas  also  made  Athos,  Fortho 
and  Aramis  of  three  different  origins,  whereas,  in  reality,  they  were  brothers  and 
Gas  cons  • 

The  Montes qulou  family  was  also  a  famous  family  in  French  history,  the  titular 
head  today  being  Pierre  de  Mon  tesquiou,  who  lives  in  the  Chateau  ds  Maraan,  enroute 
from  Toulouse  to  Auoh,  about  43  miles .  Ilia  son  and  heir  ie  Aymeri,  now  about  12 
years  old.

The  Montes  quious  (Dulse  of  Fezensac)  declared  they  descended  from  Sancher 
Mittara,  Duka  of  Gaacogny,  in  890  A.D.  The  Branch  of  Maraan  became  Counts  of 
Fezenaac  in  1777  >  Peera  of  France  on  August  17*  1815,  and  Dukes  on  April  }0,  1821. 

The  Branch  of  d'Artagnan  detached  in  1445* 

D'Artagnan  was  born  in  Lupiae,  near  Auch,  in  the  old  Frovinoe  of  Gaseogny  (now 
the  Department  of  Gera),  France,  in  1611,  and  died  in  the  Siege  of  Maes t rich  on 
June  25,  1673,  having  been  hit  in  the  throat  by  a  ball  while  leading  his  First 
Company  of  Musketeers.  It  has  not  been  ascertained  where  he  la  buried.  his 
mother  died  about  l64l  and  his  father  about  1642.  He  had  brothers,  but  no  re¬ 
cords  could  be  obtained  in  regard  to  them.  On  March  5,  1659,  he  i3  said  to  have 
married  Charlotte  Anna,  of  Oharilecy,  Baroness  of  3alnte-0roix,  a  widow  of  con¬ 
siderable  wealth.  The’.'  were  married  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Louvre,  arri  the  wadding 
was  attended  by  Louis  XIV  and  his  Court. 

So  far  as  known,  they  had  sons  Louis  de  Batz  de  Castelraore  (I66O-I709)  who  died 
without  issue  j  and  Louts  de  Batz  de  Caetelmore  (1662*0714)  who  had  issue. 

The  Mirepoix  branch  of  the  Batz  family  also  descends  from  Jean. 

RAYMOTIDt  lie  obtained  title  of  nobility  in  1490,  and  his  line  furnished  many 
famous  persona  of  the  Trenquelleon  and  Dieuose  branches.  They  produced  national 
leaders  in  France  for  over  90°  years. 

GERMAN  LINSt  This  line  became  erman  when  the  territory  in  which  it  lived 

wbb  taken  over  by  Germany  from  the  Grand  Duchy  of  Luxemburg  in _ —  .  The  name 

is  commonly  spelled  "Baatz",  and  it  also  appears  ope 'led  both  ways  in  France, 

Batz  and  Baatz.  The  family  obtained  the  title  of  Baron  in  1838.  lot  much  could 
be  obtained  in  regard  to  this  branch  due  to  the  destruction  of  00  man  r  records 
in  the  two  World  Wars.

tills  genealogy  is  of  the  American  lino,  so  far  &a  could  be  obtained.  The 
earliest  known  ancestor  of  this  line  was  Gerard  Baatz,  of  the  Grand  Duchy  of 
Luxemburg.  His  ancestors  were  Royalists,  and  very  wealthy.  They  had  to  leave 
France  during  the  Revolution,  Robespierre  being  their  enemy.  Most  of  the  old 
French  nobility  fell  in  1848,  with  the  fall  of  the  Monarchy. 

Gerard  Baatz  settled  in  halier.  Commune  of  Ylaldburg,  Canton  of  Echternach, 

Grand  Duchy  of  Luxemburg.  As  many  of  the  records  of  Haller  were  destroyed  in

The  territory  in  which  Rreil ingen  now  is  was  taken  over  by  the  Gormans 
some  time  before  1918,  because  after  his  marriage  they  lived  in  Haller,  Com¬ 
mune  of  Waldburg,  Canton  of  Echternaoh,  in  the  Grand  Duchy  of  Luxemburg,  whore 
his  children  were  born. 

Gerard's  ancestors  were  very  wealthy,  but  lost  moat  of  their  possessions 
during  the  troubalsome  times  in  Franco  before  and  during  the  French  Revolution, 
Robespierre  being  the  family  enemy. 

It  is  not  known  which  branch  of  the  four  divisions  of  the  family  ha  de¬ 
scended  from,  but  S3eing  they  used  the  spelling  "Boat**  it  may  be  they  be¬ 
longed  to  the  Wurtemburg,  Germany,  line,  which  obtained  the  title  of  Baron 
in  1858. 

The  Baotz  home  in  Haller,  (brand  Duchy  of  Luxemburg,  fron  a  photograph,  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  on  a  medium  slope  of  a  hillside,  of  stone  construction,  two  wings, 
two-story,  with  barn  attached,  which  is  the  customary  arrangement.  House  has 

tile  roof,  and  during  World  ?/ar  II,  received  several  shrapnel  holes  in  front 
of  house. 

The  cemetery  where  Baatz  burials  were  made,  was  eo  badly  damaged  by  the 
Germans  during  World  War  II,  that  no  tombstone  records  could  be  obtained* 

The  town  records  were  also  destroyed  or  removed  by  the  Germans.

3.  NICHOLAS  BAATZ  -  Gerard  . 

Born  in  Haller,  Caamune  of  Waldbilling,  Canton  of  Echternach,  Grand  Duchy 
of  Luxemburg,  on  February  15,  1829.  He  came  to  America  on  June  5,  1851,  age 
22,  due  to  the  very  bad  economic  conditions  in  Luxemburg  at  that  time.  Upon 
arrival  he  made  his  home  with  the  Henry  Hoak  family  on  their  farm  in  Berlin 
Heights,  Erie  County,  Ohio,  working  for  them  about  seven  years. 

Nicholas  was  a  carpenter  and  a  farmer.  He  was  handy  in  making  furniture, 
mostly  out  of  walnut,  which  was  coranon  wood  in  those  days.  He  also  done  con¬ 
siderable  grafting  and  budding  of  trees  for  other  farmers.  Ha  was  a  School 
Director  and  Road  Supervisor  for  many  years .  He  could  apeak,  read  and  write 
French. 

He  was  found  dead  in  the  field  on  Sunday,  June  14,  1905.  Mrs.  Emma  Tuttle, 
wife  of  Hudson  Tuttle,  of  Berlinville,  Erie  County,  Ohio,  wrote  the  following 
in  his  memory » 

“Our  Father  in  his  wisdom  called 
The  boon  hie  love  had  given. 

And  though  on  earth  his  body  lies. 

His  soul  is  safe  in  Heaven. 

We  cannot  know  or  under stand 
Why  this  sudden  life  should  die 
But  look  up  to  the  God  of  life 

And  all  mysteries  will  be  made  plaid  bye  and  bye. 

With  all  burdens,  cares,  griefs, 

Hio  soul  at  last  is  dona. 

And  in  that  bri^rter  land  above, 

Hia  journey  has  begun. 

We  know  he  watches  for  us. 

And  waits  our  coming  there 
Where  only  Saints  can  enter 

In  that  land  so  bright  and  fair." 

On  Sunday,  September  2,  I860,  he  married  Oatharin  e  Frohlich,  daughter  of 
George  and  Anna  Christine  (Zimmer)  Frohlich,  of  Vermilion  Twp.,  Erie  Co,,  Ohio. 
They  were  married  in  Berlin  Heights,  Cfoio,  by  the  Rev.  Joe  Fish,  of  Birming¬ 
ham,  Ohio.  For  several  years  after  marriage  they  lived  on  a  farm  in  Berlin 
Twp.,  Erie  County,  Ohio,  where  Emma  Jane,  George  and  Barbara  Mary  Baatz  ware 
born.  He  then  bou$it  a  25-acre  farm  at  the  dead-end  of  a  lane  branching  off 
the  south  side  of  Harrison  Road,  Lucy  Nellie  Baatz  being  the  first  child  born 
there • 

Catherine  was  born  in  Robens  Hems a,  Hesse  Oassel  (now  the  Prussian  Province 
of  Hesse  Nassau),  Germany,  on  February  5#  1845.  Her  father  preceded  the 
family  to  America  to  establish  a  home  in  Vermilion  Twp.,  Erie  County,  Ohio. 

The  mother,  with  the  rest  of  the  children,  came  to  America  early  in  1856,  in  a 
sailing  vessel,  which  was  three  months  enrouie  due  to  severe  storms.  One  of 
the  girls  died  at  sea  and  was  buried  there. 

They  belonged  to  the  Reformed  Church  in  Vermilion,  Ohio,  and  both  are 
buried  in  the  Birmingham,  Ohio,  cemetery.  Hicholae  was  brought  up  as  a 
Roman  Catholic. 
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After  her  husband's  death.  Gather ine  lived  on  their  farm  alone  moat  of 
the  time  until  her  death  of  heart  attack  at  12:50  p.m.,  December  27,  1910, 

She  na  a  able,  through  the  psychic  phenomena  of  automatio  handwriting,  after 
going  into  a  trance,  to  receive  messages,  and  many  folks  came  to  see  her  in 
their  troubles,  for  which  she  made  no  ohargs.  Although  she  could  not  write 
English,  only  German,  yet  all  the  messages  she  received  ware  written  by  her 
in  excellent  Ehglish.  At  one  of  the  seances,  while  receiving  an  answer  to 
question  asked  by  a  visitor,  the  questioner  started  screaming  loudly,  the 
noise  so  disturbed  Catherine  in  her  trance  and  sudden  awakening,  that  her 
husband  would  not  allow  bar  to  publicly  hold  meetin  s,  due  to  her  nervous 
condition  after  the  meeting. 

On  May  22,  I860,  eeveral  days  of  rain  stopped,  and  about  5*50  p.m.  on 
that  dati  Catherine  heard  a  roaring  noise  coming  from  the  West  then  noticed 
a  cyclone  forming  and  coming  their  way.  They  all  got  down  cellar  safely 
and  the  funnel  took  the  houseoff  its  foundations,  carried  it  some  distance, 
then  tore  it  to  pieces.  The  auction  mads  the  barn  explode  outwards.  3everal 
other  houses  and  barns  were  destroyed,  and  in  the  nearby  Baker's  Wooda  about 
100  acres  of  timber  was  blown  down.  Livestock  ran  around  countryside  wild 
and  scared.  On  that  day  the  family  was  moving  into  this  new  house  which 
was  destroyed.  It  was  replaced  by  a  third  house,  a  two-atory  upright  with 
one-story  wing  and  a  small  lean-to  kitchen  at  rear,  with  roofless  porches 
at  front  and  rear  of  the  one-^tory  wing.  The  Compiler  remembers  the  large 
front  yard  with  itB  many  evergreens,  which  Nicholas  so  well  liked.  There 
were  many  old-fashioned  flowers,  and  a  large  sugar-pear  tree  on  east  side  of 
lawn.  On  the  west  side  of  house  was  always  a  largo  assortment  of  house 
plants  in  tin  cans,  and  many  a  plant  slip  was  given  to  him  by  his  grandmother. 
All  her  folks,  and  most  of  her  children,  all  liked  flowers. 

After  Catherine's  death  in  1910,  her  son  Henry  bougjrt  the  farm  and  lived 
there  a  while,  then  sold  it  and  bought  the  "Hen"  Harrison  farm  on  Harrison 
Road,  near  Birmingham,  Ohio,  where  ho  has  lived  ever  since. 

Both  Nicholas  and  his  wife  were  very  good  friends  of  the  Hudson  Tuttle 
family  on  Tuttle  Road,  in  Berlinville,  Erie  County,  Ohio.  Hudson  Tuttle  was 
noted  for  his  spiritualistic  writings  and  medlumahip.  Hia  son.  Dr.  Carl 
3.  Tuttle,  for  many  years  a  practicing  physician  In  Berlin  Heists,  Ohio, 
was  also  a  good  fridnd  of  the  Baatz  family.  Emma  Jane  Baatz  was  named  after 
Hudson  Tuttle's  wife. 

The  Baatz  children  went  to  school  about  two  miles  from  home,  always  walk¬ 
ing  the  distance,  and  with  a  steep  hill  to  climb.  The  first  wooden  build¬ 
ing  was  built  sough  of  the  "Ren"  Harrison  Fhrm  on  Harrison  Road,  and  it  burned 
down  and  was  replaced  by  the  present  brick  building,  Sub-District  11.  Several 
years  ago  it  was  abandoned  and  Henry  Baatz  bou^it  it. 

About  the  ysar  1832  Nicholas  Jean  Baatz^  came  to  America  from  the  Grand 
Duchy  of  Luxemburg,  and  stayed  with  hia  Uncle  Nicholas  several  months.  He 
could  only  speak  French,  so  he  went  to  school  with  the  Baatz  children,  start¬ 
ing  in  the  first  grade  and  when  echool  closed  for  that  term,  he  was  reading 
the  third  reader  and  could  read  and  write  as  good  as  any  of  the  other  children, 
as  he  learned  fast.  The  teacher  at  that  time  was  John  Goldsmith.  Young 
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Nicholas  Baatz  ,  cont. 


Nicholas  was  about  21  at  tlrao  he  came  to  Amerioa,  was  described  as  having 
pretty  black  eyes  and  very  good-looking  and  was  very  popular  with  every  one. 
His  uncle  in  Montana  wanted  him  to  come  out  there  to  live,  so  he  left  Ohio 
and  lived  in  Montana  the  rest  of  his  life. 


It  waa  in  1885  that  flames  Hamel  was  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Baatz  home,  getting 
out  ehip-timbar  for  a  concern  in  Cleveland,  Ohio.  He  begged  Nicholas  Baatz  to 
board  him,  his  son  Charles  Hamel,  John  Short,  and  a  man  named  Lowery,  who  helped 
James  Hamel.  As  James  Hamel  was  of  FVench-Oanadian  descent,  and  could  apeak, 
read  and  write  French,  it  helped  him  in  getting  board  at  the  Baatz  home.  It 
was  then  that  Lucy  Nellie  Baatz  met  Charles  Augustus  Hamel,  eon  of  James,  they 
became  engaged,  ar.d  wore  married  on  November  24,  1837*

BATZ,  town  of,  in  the  Department  of  Loire  Inferieure,  near  St.  Nazaire.  It  ia 
a  small  country  town,  with  salt  marshes •  Famous  for  the  quaint  costumes  and 
singular  customs  of  the  people,  who  are  possibly  of  Saxon  stock.  Nearly  all 
are  "paludiers*,  or  workers  in  the  salt  marshes.  To  get  there,  take  the  road 

from  3t.  Nazaire  to  Le  Crolsio  and  Escoublac. 


ISLE  OF  BATZ,  off  the  northern  coast  of  France.  It  protects  the  little  harbor 
of  Roscoff  from  the  northwest  gales.  Nearby,  on  the  mainland  of  FVanca, 
is  the  port  of  Roscoff,  where  Mary  Queen  of  Scots  landed  in  1548,  at  the  age 
of  5,  on  her  way  to  be  betrothed  to  the  Dauphin  Francis.  Prince  Charles 
Edward  Stuart  also  landed  there  after  escaping  from  Scotland. 

MIREPOIX,  Department  of  Arriaga,  France.  It  ia  a  pleasant  town  on  the  Hers,  once 
the  seat  of  a  Bishop.  The  De  Mirepoix  branch  of  the  Batz  family  lived  there. 


AURILLAC,  Department  of  Cantal ,  France. 
It  is  the  eapltol  of  the  department 
command  of  this  department  in  1816.

in  1821.

It  is  on  the  rigj-it 
bank  of  the  Gave  de  Pau.  The  city  sprang  up  around  the  castle  of  the  Viscounts 
of  Bearn,  built  about  the  10th  century.  It  wa3  rebuilt  in  the  l4th  century, 
but  altered  sines,  and  restored  in  the  19th  century. 

The  Baron  Jean  Pierre  de  Batz  attended  Pau  University. 

TARBES,  Department  of  Haute  Pyrenees,  France.  Altitude  995  ft.  Is  is  the  capital 

of  the  department,  and  lies  in  a  rich  plain  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Adour. 

AUOH,  Department  of  Gers,  France.  It  is  the  anoient  capital  of  Gascony,  now  that 
of  the  Gera  Oepartment.  It  lies  on  a  steep  hill  rising  from  the  Gers.  It 
was  once  the  capital  of  the  Ausei,  and  prospered  under  the  Romans.  Sines 
the  19th  century,  it  has  been  the  seat  of  Archbishops. 

NERAO,  Departmen  t  of  Lot  and  Garonne,  France.  A  pretty  plaoa  on  the  Baise.  It 
was  often  the  residence  of  the  Court  of  Navarre,  in  the  16th  century,  be¬ 
fore  the  accession  of  Henry  IV  to  the  throne  of  France.  It  waa  taken  and 
dismantled  by  Louis  XIII,  as  a  Calvanist  town,  and  it  loat  all  its  importance. 
Only  a  part  of  the  15th  century  castle  remains.  Outside  the  town,  near  the 
Baise,  is  the  picturesque  ruined  Chateau  de  Nazareth. 

TARTA3,  Department  of  Landes,  previous  to  1643,  in  the  Province  of  Gascogne. 

The  Baron  Jean  Pierre  de  Batz  was  born  there  on  January  26,  1754. 

BANNERET  KNIGHT.  Such  a  knight  could  lead  his  vaeeels  under  his  own  banner,

In  1461  the  south  of  France  groaned  under  the  tyranny  of  the  06unta  of 
Albret,  Foix  and  Armagnac,  the  feudal  system  being  the  cause  of  ao  much 
trouble. 

In  1495  A.D.  the  3ire  d' Albret  betrayed  the  Bretons  and  sold  Charles  VIII 
the  City  of  Nantes,  of  which  he  was  Governor. 

Henry  of  Navarre  was  deacended  in  a  direct  line  from  Robert  de  Clermont, 
fifth  aon  of  St.  Louie.  Ha  became  Henry  IV  of  France.  Hia  mother  was 
Jeanne  d'Albret,  a  very  pious  woman.

Neither  Francis  II  nor  Charles  IX  had  left  any  issue,  and  Henry  III  was  child¬ 
less,  and  with  him  the  race  of  Valois  became  extinot.  The  next  heir  to  the 
throne  of  France  was  the  young  King  of  Navarre,  Henry. 

The  Roman  Catholics  opposed  the  aaasnsion  of  the  throne  by  Henry  of  Navarre. 
Pope  Sixtus  V  fulminated  against  him  ina  Papal  Bull.  Henry  deoided  not  to  put 
up  with  it  and  started  building  his  army  and  wrote  his  friends  to  oome  and  help 
him  get  the  throne,  among  these  friends  was  the  Baron  Manaud  de  Batz  III,  and 
the  letter  is  as  follows} 

"Monsieur,  they  have  surrounded  me  like  a  beset  of  the  ohase, 
and  think  that  they  will  take  me  by  the  net.  For  my  part,  I 
intend  to  pass  through  them  or  over  them.  I  have  ohosen  my 
good  men,  and  one  them  is  my  mower.  My  mower,  put  wings  to 
your  best  beast.  I  have  told  Monteapan  that  he  will  have  to 
break  the  wind  of  his  -  whyt  Thou  shalt  know  at  Nerac. 

Hurry,  run,  come,  flyj  such  is  the  order  of  your  master  and 
the  prayer  of  your  friend.

Amagnao  (Ar-man-yak)  la  the  name  derlvad  from  the  Count  of  Armagiac,  father- 
in-law  of  the  Duke  of  Orleans. 

This  ancient  French  family  claimed  to  have  sprung  from  a  branch  of  the  Mero¬ 
vingian  Dynasty,  of  which  Olovis  (481-511)  was  the  first  king. 

As  the  Batz  fief  was  in  the  County  of  Amagnao,  and  they  were  of  the  nobility, 
and  owed  allegiance  to  these  counts,  it  is  possible  that  there  were  marria-ea  in 
this  family  as  in  the  d'Albreta.

The  history  of  Foix  is  intimately  interwoven  with  the  religion  of  ita  people, 
'(he  town  itself  grew  about  an  oratory  founded  bv  Charlemagne,  which  later  on  be¬ 
came  the  Abbey  of  Saint-Voluoien.  About  1012  A.D.  the  first  chateau  was  construct¬ 
ed  upon  the  rock  of  Foix  by  Bernard,  son  of  Roge  r  le  Vieux  ds  Oarcassone.  The 
don  and  heir  of  Bernard  assumed  the  title  of  Comte  de  Foix.  These  counts  allowed 
the  Protestants  to  worship  ao  they  pleased. 

Foix  was  the  chief  town  of  the  Department  bt  Arlege.  It  la  finely  situated 
at  the  confluence  of  the  Ariege  and  Arget,  and  ia  dominated  by  ita  picturesque 
castle • 

The  ruined  castle  looks  very  pioturesque  from  a  distance,  and  otanis  on  a 
rock  190  ft.  hi$i,  and  still  has  two  square  towers,  partly  of  the  twelfth  century 
and  a  round  tower  140  ft.  higji  of  the  fourteenth  century.  * 

When  henry.  King  of  Navarre,  became  henry  IV  of  France,  and  his  Court  moved 
to  Paris,  Foix  and  the  other  counties  in  Gaacogny  began  to  decline.
